Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Some of the references that were listed in the Information Disclosure Statements 
were repeated. The examiner has crossed out the repeated referenced. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Rosenau et al 
discloses an audio-video synchronous playback control system outputting coded audio 
data to an external audio decoding device(fig. 2); a video data playback means; and an 
internal audio output means (fig. 4C). Tanaka and Suzuki disclose an audio-video 
synchronous playback apparatus that drops frames. Koda et al discloses an audio 
video synchronous playback means creating silent data to synchronize the video data 
with the audio data (fig. 4). Van Steenbrugge discloses an external audio decoder (fig. 

1 ). The prior art fails to disclose an external audio decoding device, an audio 
processing means, an internal audio output means, and a video playback means in 
combination with an audio-video synchronous playback control means which controls 
the video data playback of the video data playback means maintaining the 
synchronization with the audio data playback of the external audio decoding device 
based on the amount of the silent data which are played back or processed by the 
internal audio input means. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
